Of Stanley's nosv expedition into Afri- 
ca the precise object is not known- He 
arrived at Zanzibar in his little vessel, 
the Allnoii, on the ISth of March. 
Thougli the secret of tho objects of 
Ilia new atlvenlure had been well kept 
up to tho date of last advices frcm 
Zanzibar, it was generally supposud that 
his destination was the Congo once 
more, ths conjoctiive is supported by 
the fact that he carries with him a 
steam launch .iiul a large cutter, with 
a quanitty of pierced iron plates, evi- 
dently intended to form a sliield around 
the boats in case of attack — in short, 
a sort of preparation just suited for 
river navigation in a hostile region such 
as Mr. Stanley passed through on his 
nieinorable descent of tlio Congo.

Bowlan, after shooting, wjilked tlown 
Chestnut street, but wa.s directly taken 
into cnstndv and loekeil u];. He said 
to the utllcer whili^ en the way to the 
prison; "She was niy wife and 1 had 
a right to .shoot iier. I had ought to 
have shot her long ago.'' Bowlan is a 
hackman by occupation, connected with 
the Ciiitcd Carriage .Association.
